OF THE CONSTITUTIONAL
AMENDMENT.

 Peace, Prosperity, Freedom of

Elections and Sancitity of
the Ballot Will Fol-
low the Adejiion
of the Amend-
ment.

The Best For All Parties.

Thae great victory won by the
people of North Carolioa last year
is about to culminate in the final
settiement of the negro problem
as related to the politics of the
State. The Copstitutional amend-
ment which will be adepted in
August, 1900, will mark the be-
gioninz of anew era. With the
ccnclusive establishment of white
supremacy on a permanent con-
st’tutioral basie, a larzer political
freedom and a greater toleration
of opinion will come to ail of cur
people. Freedom of elections and
the sanctity of the ballot will be
secured. The Dimocraiic parly
will be set free frem the trammels
of the race issae and can enter up-
on a career of economic study and
legislation, The Republican party
will be freed from the stigma of
being called the ¢‘Negro Party,”
and unfettering itself from the
rule of cliques und factions will
grently gain in character and will
have somewhat more of influence
in making and shaping a whole-
some public opinion.
